OBERT S. FINDLAY and Charley 
Grant, iwo Victoria sealers, well 
know,! here, returned home yes- 
terday after spending .some 
months In a Russian prison ut Meld- 
weld -Novgorod, where they were sent 
with their shipmates when captured by 
Hie Russian cruisers Gromobol and 
Rossla of the Vladivostok squadron oil 
May 10 last. Grant and FIndlay, to- 
gether with, Harry Jacobsen, Fred 
Cochrane and Billy Williams, who like 
themselves have spent several seasons 
as hunters on different Victoria sealers, 
and James Pedro, a Spaniard, were 
the white hunters in a crew of 31, the 
remainder beinK Japanese, on the Jap- 
anese sealing schooner Hokusel Maru 
of Hakodate. 147 tons, Captain Wata- 
i nuki, owned by Ogawa of Hakodate, 
j The Hokusci Maru had landed L'Sl 
skins taken in the Sea of Japan and 
started northward. She whs about 
225 miles south of Vladivostok, with

j on the horizon. The. sealers thought 
I the smoke was that of Japanese war- 
I ships; they thought the Russian war- 
ships were all blockaded at Vladivo- 
stok, as the Japanese officials had in- 
j formed them that this was the case 
when they left Hakodate.

•ships loomed up nearer, though, they 
were seen through the glasses to be 
; Russians. One had four smokestacks 
'and no Japanese vessel Is so supplied, 
j Capt. Watanuki lowered all Ills canvas 
and hove to. Then he ran up the 
1 Japanese Hag. 

"There was no excitement." said 
I Grant in telling of the experience to a 
Colonist reporter. "Capt. Watanuki 
I said, 'Boys, L guess we're done for.' 
The Japs didn't get excited. They just 
sat down on the rail and on the houses 
and watched the Russian ships, one of 
which Hew Admiral Jessen's fing. Th 
ships came up and circled round t 
j our port quarter, and then we saw that 
■ the Rossla had the sealing schooner 
! Koyo Maru, owned i/i Hakodate 
' tow. They had taken the sealers off 
her the day before and were towing the 
i schooner.

eacli with about thirty sailors, all 
armed with rides and bayonets, and 
the officers gripping revolvers. Rut 
they needn't have brought so much 
armament; they could have boarded 
without resistance, anyhow. They 
asked Captain Watanuki if he had any 
contraband, and he replied lie was a 
sealer. Then they searched the 
schooner, not neglecting to steal every- 
thing they could lay their hands on. 
The otllcer gave us five minutes to get 
I our goods together, and we didn't get 
J much. They kept shouting "Scoro" 
1 (hurry up). it didn't matter what we 
i took from the schooner, however, as 
far as we were concerned. What we 
, did take the Russians stole, and they 
grabbed all they could from the 
(schooner. Then they put dynamite, 
tguncotton or some explosive In the 
j schooner, and we saw her break in 
two and founder as we were taken on 
I board the Gromobol. 
' "We were treated like dogs on the 
Gromobol, then the flagship of Admiral 
'.lessen. The Russians put us down 
j In tlie lazaretto, a hole In the bow 
'down below the water line, and while 
! we wei'e down there

as was the Hokusel; and the two war- 
ships, evidently terribly afraid of a 
Japanese squadron, made their way at 
•full speed — about ^1 knots — for Vladi- 
vostok. Admiral Jessen had received 
word that Admiral Kamlmura's squad- 
ron was waiting outside Vladivostok, 
\ and the prisoners were told they were 
; cooped down below the waterllne for 
their safety in case of battle. There 
was considerable excitement on board 
"I don't know whether the men woi 
too scared or too excited to think 
whether we ate, but they didn't feed 
us on the Gromobol. There was one 
man. though, who spoke some English, 
and lie got us some food from the 
sailors. Two men with fixed bayonets 
guarded us all the time. On the 
morning of the Hill we were allowed 
on deck, and we saw the ship had 
heeii cleared for action. Sailors were 



carrying spare shells and all was being 
made ready for the expected battle. 
But nothing happened. The warships 
sneaked around to Vladivostok by the 
northern passage, and we were trans- 
ferred s 

To the Prison Ship Argun 

It waa about midnight when we went 
on hoard her, and we were fatigued 
and famished, We found no place 
to sleep and nothing to eat, so. tired 
and hungry, we lay down on the hatch, 
despite 1 ho fact its tarpaulins wero wet 
with recent rain, and went to sleep. 

"In the morning an official came, and 
wo white men were separated from the 
Japanese. We were 21 days on the Ar- 
gun, ami then were taken ashore and 
handed to the snHtnry authorities. 'None 
of them could speak English, hut they 
made unpleasant signs. For instance, 
some went through the attitude of put- 
ting a rope" about our necks, others as 
though they would slice our throats, cut 
off our ears or perpetrate some other 
such pleasantry, hater we were sent 
across tiie trans-Siberian railway, and 
after n journey of about 111 days 

Arrived at the Prison Station 
or Meidwoid-Novgorod, 7,000 miles from 
Vladivostok. 

"While we were going over the Siber- 
ian railway we met thousands of troops 
going out, several thousand a day. All 
tlie way we met only three persons who 
spoke BJngUsn, and the guards wouldn't 
let 4is speak to t'JlCin after they found 
we •spoke English to these people. One 
was a Red Cross nurse, and she had

STOCK SALES NOT GAMBLING. 

Gaming Act Not Applicable to Stock 
Exchange. 

London, Nov. 27. — 'An interesting 
opinion regarding the legality of stock 
exchange transactions has just been 
delivered by Lord McLaren in the Edin- 
burgh court of session. The ease lie- 
lore the court was one in which a 
stock broker sued a client for tlie bal- 
ance of his account, the client having 
pleaded the gaming act. 

"There may be different vieivs of the 
morality of buying and selling shares 
on tlie stock exchange for the purpose 
of milking profit," said tlie judge, "but 
whatever views are held they arc not 
applicable to n broker. 

"When a broker accepts a client he 
is hound to carry out the instructions, 
and is liable in an action for damages 
if lie fails lo do so. 

"It would paralyze all business on 
(lie stork exchange if Hie brokers were 
lo be held to have a duty to inquire 
Into the legitimacy of their client's ob- 
ject In giving an order before they ven- 
tured to, carry it out."

HAAKON TAKES OATH. 

Norway's New Ruler Formally Assumes 
the Crown. 

Ohristinnia, Norway, Nov. 27. — King 
Haakon before the Norwegian parlia- 
iment at noon today took the oath to sup- 
port the constitution. The parliament 
house -was crowded with the highest dig- 
nitaries of the state, and the diplomatic 
corps, when the king entered with the 
queen, and took his seat on the throne 
with the queen seated on a chair beside 
him. 

President Bertier approached and de- 
livered a brief address during which he 
said the king had been given Norwegian 
throne bv unanimous resolution ot par- 
liament and by the people's will. Then in 
a loud voice, the king pronounced the 
prescribed oath. In subsequent speech 
his majesty said ho hoped the whole 
nation would cooperate in his efforts to 
benefit the country. 

Among the congratulatory despatches 
received b.v King HuaKon was the fol- 
lowing from King Oscar of Sweden. "In 
thanking your majesty for the telegram 
announcing your accession to the throne 
of Norway, I beg that you be persuaded 
that every effort looking to good rela- 
tions between our two countries will he 
given a sympathetic reception on my 
part."

DAMAGES BY STORM. 

Many Small Vessels Driven Ashore on 
Coasts of Great Britain. 

London, Nov. 27. — Great aggregate 
damage was done to the coast towns of 
Great Britain by last night's storms. 
Many small vessels were driven ashore, 
but thus far only a few lives are re- 
ported to have been lost. The small 
coasting steamer Peridot of Glasgow, 
■was totally wrecked on the island of 
Mugee. The crew were lost. Seven bod- 
ies have been washed up. 

During the night huge waves .swept 
the sea fronts on many favorite resorts 
and houses and hotels were Hooded. 

The provinces report great damage by 
the gale. The telegraph wires are down 
and the telephone line to Paris is illter- 
Irupted. 

The steamers Ironland and Patrin, 
hound for New York had to cruise in the 
channel until the gale moderated and 
were unable to embark their passengers 
at Dover, until today, after which they 
continued their voyage. 

Storm on North Sea 

Cuxhaven, '(iermany. Nov. 27. — 'A 
great storm accompanied by lightning 
and hull is raging in the North Sea. The 
regular English service is overdue and 
shipping from this port has- been entire- 
ly stopped. There has been great dam- 
age. 



St. Petersburg. Nov. 28.— (3:10 a. m.) 
— Though the mutineers at Sevastopol 
arc still masters of the situation at Ad- 
miralty point, an da 1 though armed [jar- 
tics have apparently tree access to the 
town notwithstanding the excitement by 
the authorities, despatch received, yes- 
terday from ice Admiral Chouknin, com- 
imnnding the Black Sea licet. At pre- 
sent the situation in an optimistic light. 
These despatches which were; read in an 
extraordinary council of the admiralty, 
declare that most of the mutineers have 
decided to surrender their arms though 
such action involves trial for mutiny be- 
fore a court martial. 

This is considered v npavt by a des- 
patch to the Novoe remya. which says 
that the spirit of the mutineers is fail- 
ing and that several bodies have al- 
ready surrendered. 

On the other hand, despatch to the 
Associated Press from Sebastopol says 
that tho revolutionary /orators succeed- 
ed yesterday in winning over battalion of 
reservists and that in spile of the ar- 
rival of reinforcements to the number 
of several thousand the authorities did 
not dare to interfere with a review held 
by the mutineers before the cathedral of 
St. ladimir, which is in the heart of the 
town. So far as known, most of the de- 
mands of the mutineers have to do with 
service conditions, including the release 
of reservists, who have served beyond 
.their time, increase of pay, increase in 
the allowance of ' food and the removal 
!of alleged incompetent and brutal offi- 
cers. 

Beyond a determination to proclaim 
martial law, nothing of a definite na- 
ture has transpired regarding the de- 
cisions arrived at by the admiralty coun- 
cil, hut it is reported that council agreed 
as to the justice of many of the de- 
mands made by the mutineers and would 
trecommend to the emperor that imme- 
diate steps be taken to ameliorate the 
condition of the sailors. The latest des- 
patch from Sebastopol says the muti- 
neers forced the officers and crew of the 
Cruiser OtchakolT to leave the ship. The 
crows of the Battleship Uostislav and 
Tria Sviatitelia, so far as at present i:< 
known, have not mutiaded. One reserve 
•battalion however, 'has joined the muti- 
neers. Several companies of the Una 
(regiment have arrived at Sebastopol from 
Tbeodosia. Martial law has been de- 
clared in the fortress. 



Lincoln, Mass., .Nov. 27. — After a day 
.spent by wrecking crews in clearing 
away the remaining traces of last, night's 
disaster at Baker's Bridge station on the 
Boston and "Maine railroad, and an in- 
vestigation by the state officials and the 
newspaper, it was settled tonight that 
sixteen persons lost their lives, 12 were 
seriously injured and a score cut anil 
bruised, as the result of the rear-end col- 
lision last nighO between the "Montreal 
express and the .Marlboro branch local 
train.

B. \V. Lyons, engineer of the leading 
locomotive of the Montreal train, for the 
disaster. 

The engineei is allaged to have admit- 
ted seeing some of the signals used for 
the protection of the accommodation 
train.

Supreme Court Judge Renders Import- 
ant Decision on Marking Ballots. 

New York, Nov. 27. — Justice Gleger- 
icb in the supreme court today handed 
down an .opinion on the question of 
counting ballots cast at the hist elec- 
tion, which have marks in tho circle oC 
the Republican ticket and the circle over 
the name of William Travel's Jerome, 
independent, for district attorney, and 
also in the voting space before the name 
of W. 1!. Hearst, municipal ownership 
candidate for mayor, and in flic voting 
space befouc Air. Jerome's name, the 
(litest ion being the additional mark in 
the circle above Jerome's name, which, 
affects the ballot. Justice Ciegerich de- 
cided that if did not. the intention of 
the voter being clearly shown to vote 
for Hearst for mayor, for Jerome for 
district attorney, and for the Republican 
candidates fur all other offices, unless it 
appeared that the marking was amide for 
the purpose of identifying the ballot. 

Justice Giegerich further decided that, 
all the ballots in dispute should bo 
counted for Jerome for the district at- 
torneyship and for the candidates for 
other offices as mentioned in his opinion.

DRINKING LESS AT OXFORD. 

Bishop of London's Criticism Is Not 
Met With Favor. 

London, Nov. 27. — The bishop of Lon- 
don's denunciation of the drinking, habit, 
of Oxford undergraduates does not meet 
with much sympathy from the dons of 
that university. ]i is admitted that 
there is a certain amount of excessive 
drinking among the students, but it is 
denied (hat the .habit is particularly 
dangerous or shows any tendency to in- 
crease. 

Interviewed, I he dean of Corpus 
Christi college said that after 20 years 
of university life he could say that he 
•had never known of any ease of sys- 
tematic drunkenness being developed 
as the outcome of an Oxford education. 

"My own opinion is that the general 
situation is distinctly better than it 
was JT> years ago," ho added. 

Must Sow Wild Oats 

Another don, who was dean of his 
coUege a few years ago, thought that 
"it is ridiculous to expect young men 
with plenty of animal spirits to act like 
-well behaved young ladies of a convent." 

This don declared that at present 
drinking was on the wane at Oxford 
and addeil that the general morals] of 
the students would compare favorably 
with those of the Loudon medical stu- 
dents. 

"1 would suggest." he said, "(hat the 
bishop be challenged to produce the evi- 
dence on which he made his sweeping 
statements." 

The tradesmen add their testimony in 
■favor of the view that drinking is de- 
clining. "Fifteen years ago," said Mr. 
Forrest, the leading wine dealer of the 
town, "we used to have gentlemen with 
terminal accounts of $150 to §200. Now 
-wo are lucky if wc have accounts run- 
ning to $50."

Tho capital stock of the company con- 
sisted of 1,505,000 shares, and a shrink- 
age of $117 a share caused a loss of 
$150,835,000 to "some," ns Mr. Dawson 
puts it, and a consequent gain by j 
"others." » 

Mr. Lawson directly accuses H. H. 
Rogers of duplicity of cutting dividends 
without warrant, of selling the stock 
short, of arbitrarily reducing the price 
of copper and of running down the j 
company after leading everybody to 
suppose thut dividends were to be In- 
creased and everything was prosper- 
ous. He asserts that on the day of the 
disaster, after buying great quantities 
l of the stock himself and getting all his 
friends to do the same, lie discovered 
that somebody was selling enormous 
quantities for a fall in the market, lie 
traced the selling to quarters, close to 
Rogers. Then he called the Standard 
Oil manipulator on the telephone and 
sought reassurances. According to Daw- 
son the following answer was given by 
Rogers: "Dawson, 1 know how you 
stand; I know what you have been 
working for; 1 know what disappoint- 
ment would mean to you; I believe you 
know my feelings for you, and, 1 say 
after taking all these facts into con- 
sideration I am only sorry you have 
not twice as many shares as you have." 
Lost Roputation. 

"I learned afterward," continued Mr. 
Lawson, "that Leonard Lewlshon had 
banked as strongly on Rogers' pledge 
as 1 did, and that he and his English 
and German followers dropped millions. 
Like myself, Lewlshon lost thut which 
is much dearer than money, reputation. 
To appreciate the tragedy of my situa- 
tion, my readers must remember that 
my predictions und promises for Amal- 
gamated had all been made as by one 
having authority. I was the public ad- 
vocate of the property, uiid was regard- 
ed as Standard Oil's agent for Coppers.

"Above all, J. Plerpont Morgan dif- 
fers from the Rogerses and Rocke- 
fellers in being absolutely honest ac- 
cording to his code. He Is on the road I 
but he allows no one to remain Ig- 
norant of his Intentions. The public | 
exists to accumulate millions for him, 
but he meets his quarry In the open. 
He never hides behind a rock nor tires 
from the shelter of a tree. To his 
associates lie Is true as steel. He (never 
breaks his word or his engagements. 
Thus he has a hundred friends who 
would lay down their fortunes, per- 
haps their lives, for him. 

"When Morgan organizes a buc- 
caneering cruise his crew know the na- 
ture of the voyage. The Hag is in plain 
view of all of those who enlist under 
the Morgan pennant; he Is a prince 
among leaders. He will never send 
anyone where he himself is not willing 
to go; all plunder is fairly shared; and 
if the brig goes down it will be with 
Dag Hying and the captain himself 
at the rail nearest the enemy. While 
many of Morgan's licet have been sunk, 
he has never scuttled a ship.

What we do know, as matters 
of certainty, however, In respect to 
promises for Island development, is 
sufficient to cause all of us who are 
interested in the matter to be of good 
cheer. The C. P. R. is preparing a 
comprehensive scheme for the opening 
up of its immense recently-acquired 
holdings, which, in itself, is a guaran- 
tee that the old period of stagnation 
will shortly become a thing of the 
past. Willi the advent of spring it 
may confidently be anticipated that the 
lands acquired by the big railway cor- 
poration will be opened up on the most 
favorable terms to settlers, and the 
most attractive inducements offered to 
prospectors. This in itself will give 
an impetus to industrial conditions 
which has not heretofore been appar- 
ent on the Island. But outside of C. 
P. R. interests there are indications of 
an awakening which gives promise of 
the most fruitful results. Only re- 
cently the Colonist chronicled the 
transfer of important iron ore interests 
on the west coast of the Island. Witli 
the transfer to the shores of the Pa- 
cific of the great industrial enterprises 
which have for so long a time had a 
homo east of the Rockies, it will ap- 
pear a certainty to the least intelli- 
gent mind that it is only a matter of 
time until the steel cmfw c cm£ wemp 
time until steel and Iron works of 
magnitude are similarly transferred 
■westward; and when such eventuates 
Vancouver Island has the raw re- 
sources In abundance to guarantee that 
on Its shores will be established the 
large enterprises which will necessar- 
ily be born of such a movement. The 
development of the great fisheries in- 
dustry, the Island's great wealth in 
limber and minerals, and, above all, its 
attractiveness to the . tourist and 
homeseeker, are additional reasons for 
assuming that the future cannot be less 
than a grand one. There Is every 
reason to believe that Vancouver 
Island, perhaps more than any other 
section of the province, is on the eve 
of a great era of development and 
progress.

ally If they engage their rooms for the 
session, but the highest rate would bo 
covered by $100 a month. In a six 
weeks' session, therefore, these mem- ,] 
bers would be paying from $180 to $G00 
for their board and lodging. "All these 
members traveled on a pass and they 
were allowed 10 cents per mile for 
traveling expenses, a sum which in 
the case of members coming from the 
Coast would mean a very considerable 
amount towards their board bill." 

Ten members registered as at Cham- 
bers, where they would pay for their 
room and breakfast from $17 to $30 a 
month, according to the position and 
furnishing of their rooms. This means 
that for this accommodation they 
would pay from $102 to $180 in a six 
weeks' session. As regards lunch and 
dinner, these meals are supplied at the 
House of Commons restaurant at mod- 
erate rates, but these meals can be 
obtained in the city for from 15 cents 
upwards, and cases have been known 
of even senators inviting their friends 
to dine with them at the 15-cent 
places. One hundred and eleven mem- 
bers registered as living at private 
houses— that is, either in rooms or as 
boarders. Rooms can be obtained at 
various prices, according to locality 
and furnishing, and at rentals varying 
from $5 monthly to $20. Those living 
in rooms in this way can either get 
their meals at the Commons restaurant 
for $28 monthly, or they can take meals 
at any of the various boarding estab- 
lishments in the city at sucli prices as 
shall suite their taste and purse. In 
some cases two or three members 
form a small mess and divide the cost. 
This way of living comes fairly cheap, 
and where the friends are like-minded, 
constitutes a very agreeable and satis- 
factory method of boarding. Board 
and rooms can be secured at from 
$18.50 monthly upwards, and even at 
the lowest figure good, sound, comfort- 
able feeding is given. Thus it will 
be seen that very many members live 
for about $100 per session of six 
months. Some few of those who live 
at private addresses take furnished 
houses and live In them as they would 
at their own homes. In these cases 
the cost of the extra establishment i.s 
all that tlie session requires In the 
way of outlay, as the cost of living In 
the majority of cases is not more than 
it would be at the member's own place 
of abode. "It is a lamentable fact," 
the farmers' Sun continues, "that many

Martin Burrell of Grand Forks litis ad- 
essed/ the following letter to the editor 
of the Farmer's Advocate: 

Sir— in your Issue of October 18 there 
appeared a letter from U, McKenzie, un- 
der the heading, "A Word to Farmers re 
the Tariff." This letter docs very scant 
justice to the fruit growers of British Col- 
umbia, und i.s. In fact, bo flagrant a piece 
of special pleading that some answer I.s 
necessary: 

The tariff commissioners held a session 
In Nelson, It. C, and It was at that time 
that the fruit Interests of the province 
presented their ease in some fullness of 
detail. Mr. McKenzie, as secretary of the 
Manitoba Grain Growers' Association, 
would do well to Inform himself more fully 
as to facts, and it is unfortunate that the 
good feeling and pleasant industrial rela- 
tionship which exist between the farmers 
of the prairies and the farmers and fruit 
growers of this province should run any 
risk of being Impaired by statements of a 
responsible official of the former, to the 
effect that we are endeavoring to make the 
three jirulrle provinces . "a preserve to ex- 
ploit ^vlthout competition from the out- 
side." 

I have pleasure in enclosing a copy of 
the memorial presented to the commission- 
ers on that occasion, n memorial for the 
wording of which I am largely responsible, 
and I fancy the British Columbia fruit 
growers are perfectly willing to accept the 
judgment of the Manitoba grain growers 
on that, document. 

To begin with, .Mi. .McKenzie assert3 
that tin' fruit growers requested ■•further 
protection, and otuer privileges, to enable 
them to bold the trade of the prairie prov- 
inces." This is a grievous misstatement 
of fai t, Inasmuch rhs, the request to the 
commissioners was that there should be no 

interference with the moderate protection 
which this Industry now enjoyed. It Is evi- 
dent that Mr. McKenzie refers to the 
Nelson meeting, as he continues: "An ex- 
ample of how It works. The representa- 
tive of the fruit growers amide the buhl 
statement before the commission that what 
they (the fruit growers) asked, only meant 
a tax of $1 for each consumer. Taking his 
own estimate, that meant at present a 
probable tax of $700,000 on the prairie prov- 
inces." It is difticult to repress a smile 
at this style of comment, and the fruit 
growers of British Columbia would he sorry 
indeed to assume that the intelligence of 
the grain growers of Manitoba was on a 
par with the reasoning powers of the (sec- 
retary of their association. 

I did state at Nelson that— assuming the 
truth of tin- doctrine that the consumer 
■paid all the duty— the present duty on ap- 
ples would mean that the prairie farmer 
win, bought ten cases In a season would 
pay a t; lx of $1. 1 added that few would 
object, for, while ten cents a case is an 
Insignificant sum for the purchaser of ten 
cases, yet Its abolition might mean the dif- 
ference between profit nnil loss to the 
producer of 1,000 cases; or, at least, the 
difference between the ability to purchase, 
only bare necessities, and the ability to 
purchase, also, an occasional luxury. 

The tax of 51, Interpret It how you 
may, would only be a tax on the man who 
actually bought ten cases of apples, And 
yet, In the face of this manifest truth, wo 
have the secretary of the grain growers 
.solemnly assuring his Manitoba readers 
that "taking Ids own estimate, Hint meant 
at present a probable tax of $700,000 on 
the prairie provinces." Ye Gods! Prob- 
able'; Yes, If the prairie provinces pur- 
chase seven million cases of apples In a 
single season! 

If time and space permitted, It would 
be easy to show Mr. McKenzie that this 
'province, which lie accuses so lightly of 
the desire to "exploit" the prairie prov- 
inces, has/ herself been terrifically exploit- 
ed to the great benefit of the rest of the 
Dominion, but that Is another story, though 
bv no means unrelated to the present ques- 
tion. 

As the worthy secretary of the grain 
growers has seen lit to charge the fruit 
growers of British Columbia with desiring 
to exploit Ills country, I shall be glad, for 
a paragraph or so, to carry the war into 
■Africa, and show hlni thai the fruit grow- 
ers In this part of British Columbia are 
being exploited In the Interests of the 
prairie provinces. 

In the Kootenay and Boundary countries 
the land Is not adapted to grain ami cat- 
tle production to any extent, consequently 
the fruit grower Is a buyer of flour, of 
gin I il to some extent, and of meat. His 
Hour comes to a very great extent from 
Manitoba. Ills dealer, however, assures 
him that a better price could be given 
tlie purchaser if it weren't for the fact 
that a tarllt tax of OOc, per barrel existed 
on American flour. On wheat a similar 
tax of 12c. per bushel Is Imposed; and 
again we find that wheat from Washington 
Is barred out In favor of the prairie coun- 
try, flats, tax, 10c. a bushel; similar re- 
sult. And, (hough a considerable quan- 
tity of nil these cereals Is Imported from 
the stale of Washington, the vast hulk 
of the Importation conies from the prairie 
provinces, On mill stuffs; such as shorts, 
ets., then! Is a tax of 20 per cent.. In fa- 
vor of th(! Manltolmn, and lie consequently 1 
gets half the trade from this point, where 



iie wouldn't get any otherwise. But a still 
more remarkable state of things exists on 
Unit necessary article of food, meat. Here 
Is nu article which ranks, like wheat, us 
one of the great staples, Where does our 
incut come from? Ninety-eight per cent, 
of It comes from the prairie provinces, and, 
shocking as It Is to state It, there Is a duty 
of three cents a pound on all dressed meat, 
and, to use. Mr. McKehzle's pathetic 
phrase, "It all comes out of the consumer." 
I speak by the book when I say that half 
of the enormous amount; which now goes 
Into (he pockets of the prairie farmer for 
meat from the people of this section, would 
be transferred Immediately to pockets on 
the other side of the Hue were the "tux" 
abolished. A duty of 20 per emit, obtains 
on live cattle. Put Burns & Co., who are 
the large suppliers of went for tlie fruit 
growers' tables here, would, as we know j 
Well, buy far more heavily from tlie Am- 
erican side If no "lax" existed, or would 
compel the prairie cattleman to comedown 
hi his price to the extent of that 20 per- 
cent . 

1 il in not stating the case In this way 
to raise protests against the duties on 
these articles I have enumerated. Fruit 
growers are not so dense Hint they cnn.'iot 
realize that, If protection exists at all, it 
must lie made to operate with fairness to- 
wards all industries. They are prepared 
fo show at any time that what they have 
asked tlie government, no government, 
save a free trade one, could refuse hi 
equity to graut. Americans are at. tlie 
present t inn; collecting a duty on Canadian 
■apples nearly twice as great as our duty 
against their own fruit, anil there are 
many arguments In .support of strengthen- 
ing, rather than weakening, J>ur tariff bar- 
riers at the present moment. But, consid- 
ering that the fruit Industry asked only 
to be let alone, It is somewhat sickening 
to be belli up as robbers of the poor prairie 
farmer, when, at tills very time, for every 
dollar which I lie prairie provinces pay us 
for fruit, we are paying them at least live 
dollars for their protected products. In- 
deed. I nin greatly understating It as far us 
the big Kootenay and Boundary countries 
go, for t l should be safe In saying Unit if 
tin- fruit, the grain ami the meat duties 
were all abolished; while, we, as fruit 
growers, might lose ten thousand dollars 
of "prairie" money, you would lose a hun- 
dred thousand dollars of "11101111111111" 
money.

WHY SUGAR SHOULD BE CHEAP. 

Bradstreets. 

In view of Hie fact that sugar is one of 
the few staple commodities to display a 
steadily receding price tendency in a gen- 
eral market, (hat has been made noteworthy 
by the high level of prices, It becomes of 
Interest to seek the cause or reason for the 
condition observed. Now, while It is quite 
well known that the failures of a few 
large French speculators have had a de- 
pressing effect on the market, it is proba- 
ble tnh the weakness of beet sugar hi 
Europe, together with the prospects for 
record-breaking world's crops, which lias 
Induced buyers to hold off purchases, are 
at the bottom of the present weakness. 
In fnct, prospective large yields may be 
classed 11s the primary cause of the present 
downward trend, the other factors bring 
merely secondary Incidents. For Instance, 
Wlllott & Gray, recognized authorities, esti- 
mate the American beet sugar crop at 
205,000 tons, against 200,722 in 1001-03, 
while they place the world's cane, sugar 
product at $4,013,000 tons, which Is a net 
Increase of B4T.886 tons 'over last season. 
The most Important increases are those of 
150,000 tons in Cuba. 25.000 tons in I'orto 
IKIco. 80,000 tons in Brazil and riS.000 Ions 
hi .Mauritius. Only a few crops are ex- 
pected to show 11 smaller out-turn than last, 
year. Including decreases of 15,000 tons In 
Louisiana, 10,000 tons hi Me-rleo nnd 0,000 
tons In .lava. A production of 1,200,000 
tons In Cuba Is expected, provided whether 
conditions prove to be normal. By com- 
bining tlie probable new beet anil cane 
sugar crops we see that yields promise to I 
surpass previous records. In other words, 
tlie production in 1005-00 Is likely to he] 
11,738,000 tons, against 1004-03 crops off 
0,481,730 tons, and against the !"rgest pre- j 
vlous production of 11,022,420 tons, which ] 
was tlie out-turn of the 1001-02 campaign. 
In the latter campaign the total estimates 
were: Cam'. 4,078,044 tons; European beet, i 
0,700,300 tons, and American beet, 103,1^8 : 
ions; while for 1005-00 the total estimates 1 
are: Cane, 4,013,000 tons; European beet. 
0,050,000 tons, and American licet, 205.000 
tons, showing 210,000 tons smaller produc- 
tion of beet In Europe, hut Increases tn | 
102,000 tons hi the American beet crop 
and 831,000 tons In the cane crop of the . 
world for 1005-00, compared with 1001-02. ! 
Although Willed Sc Gray look for a large 1 
consumption next year, they say the visible 
stocks are now abundant, and the Increase 
of more than 2,000,000 tons In the produc- 
Hon Is likely to cause much pressure to 
sell until the bulk of the crops are mar- 
keted, resulting In a low level of prices, | 
which may continue throughout the cam- 
paign, unless cane and beet planting nre re- 
duced.

February 21, 1005, when 'he came to Vic- 
toria, drew the balance of $520 to his 
credit, in the Royal Bank and vanished. 
Nothing has since been heard of him. 
When Van Allen came to Victoria he 
gave the key of his ■shack to a neighbor 
and asked him to look after twenty head 
of cattle on the ranch, a pre-emption of 
JtiO acres. The months passed and Van 
Allen did not: return; then the caretaker 
of the cattle finally reported 'his disap- 
pearance and the provincial police have 
'been investigating it, so far without re- 
sult. 

The missing rancher has relatives nt 
Wnllville, in Dundas county, Ontario, 
hut he did not go to them; they have 
written to the police enquiring regard- 
ing him. lie was an eccentric man. In 
May, 1002, he sold the foreshore rights 
of his ranch to Messrs. Todd and Mun- 
sie, who wanted the foreshore for use 
as a trap site. He was paid $500 for 
this. He deposited this in the Savings 
hank and part in the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce. A month later he came to 
the city and transferred his money to 
other banks. 

He lived alone, "baching" in :t little 
shack. Occasionally he came to the 
citj and his neighbors thought he would 
return a few days later, as he usually 
(lid when he made, those periodical trips 
to the city, hut nothing was seen of him 
after he left the stage on Government 
street, although it has been learned be 
withdrew the balance of his money in 
the Royal Rank. What afterward be- 
came of him is unknown. Two years ago 
he wrote to a cousin saying he had sold 
his ranch, anil intimated he would go 
to New Zen land. 

The description of the missing man, 
given by tho provincial police, is as fol- 
lows: Canadian, bachelor,' height about 
five feet, eleven inches; age about fifty- 
two years; weight, one hundred and 
eighty pounds; dark hair, slightly haul; 
dark complexion; may wear heard and 
moustache; slight stoop; sometimes stut- 
ters in speaking; rather nervous man- 
ner.

Athenian in 

Cyelonic Storm 



Lifeboat Smashed und Davit 
Broken by the Heavy Seas 
During the Blow- 



Empress Soils — 'VIcLean May Go 
Hailbut Fishing- Northern 
Steamers Back. 



Steamer Athenian, Captain Robinson, 
reached port on Sunday morning with 
her port lifeboat wrecked. , smashed to 
kindling wood by a great sea which 
swept ovefr the boat deck and also 
broke a davit, as clean as if it had 
been cut in the machine shop. The 
Athenian was caught in a heavy cy- 
clonic storm on the IDth and 20th, soon 
after crossing the meridian. Captain 
Robinson says he has never encoun- 
tered .such a storm in all his experi- 
ence at sea. Ho is disposed to con- 
sider it a typhoon. which bad curved 
too soon and whirled it:; way across 
the Pacific, Its circles widening in its 
travels. The wind blew first' from an 
easterly direction, then shifted to the 
north and west, and the seas, running 
to a great height, ran on all four sides, 
being more confused than the sallor- 
rhen of ' the Athenian had ever serai 
them. The barometer just previous to 
the storm fell considerably lower than 
had been previously noted — to 27.40. 
The Athenian weathered the storm 
well, though the loss o£ a lifeboat and 
u davit was caused by the seas which 
swept on to her decks and Hooded 
them. 

The- steamer had 2t5 saloon passen- 
gers, 20 intermediate and 104 steerage. 
There were 11 Hindus among the 
steerage passengers, 21 Chinese and 40 
Japanese. The Hindus are going to 
Vancouver to serve as watchmen. 
Then/ were few Europeans among the 
saloon passengers->-M r. and Airs. H. C. 
BunuVer. the former a cousin of the 
noted editor of Puck; Dr. G. 11. L. 
rTtzwilllam, G. Gilbert, J. Gowan, M. P, 
Land. M. D. Silas, .Mrs. Pardee, G. 
Teyssot and Lieut. Wilson. The re- 
mainder were Japanese, mostly mer- 
chants and students. The steamer 
had a usual cargo. 

I .Xews was. brought by the Athenian 
of' the lone-handed light made by the 
Emperor of Korea against the Japan- 
ese coup to make Korea a protectorate 
of Japan.

Captain Townsend of the Eskasoni Fell 
Frorr. Aloft and Was Killed. 



British ship Kskasoni, which hits 
been on the overdue list, and for the 
past two weeks has been off the Col- 
umbia River, was towed to Portland on 
Sunday? with her master, Captain 
Townsend, dead. Captain Townsend 
fell from aloft on August. 27 last and 
was killed. A vessel had been re- 
ported, in the "oflfelg, and lie went up 
to the foretop to take a look. In some 
way he lost his balance and fell to the 
deck, and died an hour later without 
having recovered consciousness. 

Mate JlcBumey took command of 
the vessel and brought her to port. 
One very satl feature of the case is 
that the captain's wife arid daughter 
are on board, as they were accompany- 
ing him on the voyage. The body of 
Captain Townsend was sealed up and 
is now on board the vessel. 



tlon be withheld, the Seoul correspond- 
ent of the Japan Advertiser obtained 
knowledge of the unique method of 
defence ills -Majesty has adopted 
against the overtures of Acting Minis- 
ter Hagiwara. In the words of this 
official: 

"When Mr. Hagiwara, or before him 
Mr. Hayashi, sought audience with His 
.Majesty, the Emperor would receive 
him standing, etiquette naturally 
forcing the Japanese acting minister 
to stand, Then, immediately after the 
ceremonies of felicitation had been 
completed. His Majesty, standing witli 
his arms folded, would launch into 
rapid conversation, talking volubly and 
at random upon every topic save that 
which he knew the Japanese official to 
have uppermost in his thoughts. This 
His Majesty would continue doing for 
as long as two hours, standing all the 
while, finally signifying that the audi- 
ence was at an end. In this way His 
Majesty himself has opposed lone- 
handed the campaign of Mr. Hagiwara 
and Minister Hayashi." 

Meanwhile troops were landed from 
transport nfter transport at Chinnam- 
po, Chemulpo and Fusan, until 30,000 
soldiers were at the disposal of Mar- 
quis Ito an.l suite, who, according to 
cable advices since the steamer sailed, 
over-awed the Korean emperor, who 
alone was lighting for the independ- 
ence of Korea, for which the Japanese 
allegedly fought the war with Russia. 
Japanese guards were placed about the 
residences of the Korean ministers who 
had been bought by the Japanese min- 
isters, and these guards saved the 
ministers of the interior, of justice and 
of war from assassination by a mob 
of patriotic Koreans who attacked the 
houses of the ministers. 

As published by the Korea Daily 
Xews the Japanese military propa- 
ganda for the occupation and protec- 
tion of Korea calls for the following 
allotment of garrison: Seoul, 30, 000; 
Kyeng Syong, 1,700; Songjin, ,100; 
Ham-heung, 500; Gensan, 11.700; Wiju, 
1,000; Kangkei, 200; Plng-yang. r>00; 
Chinnampo. 200; Halchu, 300; Song- 
do, 200; Fusan, 300; Masnmpo, 300; 
Taikti. 200; Antung, 200; Mokpu, 300; 
Chyoachow, 500; Kunsan, 300; Kong- 
chow. 300; Rang Kung; 200. 

The Russians at Vladivostok have 
refused to allow the landing of Japan- 
ese, in retaliation for the Japanese re- 
fusal to allow Russians to land at Port 
Arthur since the war ended. Four 
Japanese merchants went from Naga- 
saki with the chartered steamer 
Nolma, loaded with provisions, but 
were not permitted to land. 

The Japanese government Is consid- 
ering famine relief measures for the 
people of northeast Japan, who are In 
distress because of the failure of the 
rice crop. 



NORTHERN STEAMERS. 

Tees and Venture Homo From Northern 
'S.-itisn Columbia Ports. 

The steamers Tees and Venture, the 
former of the C. P. R. und the latter of 
the Boscowitz Steamship Company, 
returned from Naas and other north- 
ern British Columbia jiorts yesterday. 
Both had fair complements of passen- 
gers. Among the arrivals by the Tees 
were John Flewln, government agent 
at Port Simpson, and Mr. Chambers, 
I wire and daughter, from Alert Bay.

Six-Masted Barkentine Everett C, 
Griggs of Victoria Almost Finished 

The six-masted barkentine Everett C. 
Griggs, the only vessel of her kind in 
the world, has been towed to Quarter- 
master harbor dock to have the llnish- 
ing touches put on her. Then she 
will be brought to Victoria, at which 
port she is registered. The Griggs is 
to enter the lumber-carrying trade. 
She came to Victoria as a dismasted 
hulk, the German bark Columbia. 
When bound to Royal Roads from 
Kobe she was wrecked and towed to 
Victoria by the steamer Norman Isles, 
a derelict. She was bought by local 
men and renomed the Lord Wolseley. 
Some months ago the work of re- 
cigglng and rebuilding the vessel was 
commenced. It was thought that bet- 
ter results could be secured by making 
her Into a six-masted barkentine. She 
Is now. nearly completed and will be 
put Into commission as soon as she 
has her bottom scraped and is painted 
at Quartermaster. The barkentine has 
the following dimensions: Length. 
312 feet; beam, ' 42 feet, G Inches; 
depth, 23 feet. ft is estimated by her 
builders that she will be able to carry 
below decks a total of 2,100.000 feet of 
lumber, in addition to a largo quantity j 
which she will be able to load on 
deck. Her tonnage Is 2,500.

"George's" Observations 
Some of Mr. Ham's comments, referred 
to, follow: 

"You handle your Haiti'' in large 
cities much better than is done in New 
York, Chicago and other Western cen- 
tres of population, and the police of 
any place in America c"uld come over 
hen.' and gain a good dual of experi- 
ence. 

"We have 110 'lnises in Canada, or 
the United Stales, in - the sense you 
have in London, nor have wc tic dou- 
ble-decked tramcars like you have in 
Sheffield and elsewhere, over there 
everybody crowds on a car. tilling 
the platform, standing up Inside lie- 
ear when the seats are all occupied, 
and instead of the conductor giving 
you a check you hand him a ticket 
which you have previously purchased 
at the rate of elgty for twenty-live 
cents, good during certalTl restricted 
times six for twecity-Hve cents, or 
twenty-live for a dollar, good at any 
time. 

Knows ':bc Side Door. 

"Throughout Canada and the United 
States, generally speaking, the liquor 
bars are closed on Sunday, but some 
times the side dour Is conveniently 
open to regular customers. We have 
no barmaids — men always serving the 
liquors — and women are never seen 
in bars under any circumstances. If a 
man we're to ask for a 'glass of bitter' 
over there he would get a decoction of 
Angostura or orange bitters, and not 
beer. Bass a. id Allsops, instead of 
being Gd a pint bottle, as you pay her;'. 
Is a shilling; and in sum,; places Is. 5d. 
The people over there run more to 
spirts than to ales, except lager, and 
Indulge in cocktails. John Collinses, 
and other mixed seductive drinks 
which are little known on this side. 

"The 'afternoon lea,' which so many 
of the English enjoy, is practically un- 
known to us. Seotch'and soda Is gen- 
erally used as a substitute for this kind 
of refresher If one is needed.

"The number of top hats one sees 
here is amazing. We call them 'plugs,' 
and very few wear UlC-m except on 
Sundays, or at some function" or other.

The meeting of the [/Alliance Fran- 
cal.se, which was held In the parlors of the 
Jinlmurul hotel last evening, was the must 
largely attended meeting of the society 
held this. year. The Interesting feature of 
the evening was a very eloquent address 
by Ills Honor the Lieutenant Governor on 
the subject of "The Metric System of 
Weights and Measures." 

He pointed out In u very clear manner 
the necessity of the Introduction of the 
metric system Into this country. It 
originated In France, sliurtly utter the 
great revolution, and, lu fact, grew out 
the revolution. It Is at the present time 
the only system used lu France — Where It 
was ttrst Introduced — Germany, Norway, 
Sweden, Holland, Belgium, Spain, Por- 
tugal, Italy, Austria, Greece, Mexico, Bra- 
zil, Japan, Chill, Peru Switzerland and 
even Turkey— and, In fact, all civlll/.cd 
countries except England, Canada, the 
United States and Russia. And in these 
countries it hns been authorized by law, 
and Inspectors have been appointed, but 
it is not compulsory. 

Ills Honor called attention to the criti- 
cism which had been made why the sys- 
tem should not tie used, It had been 
I stated that iue metric system should not 
j he used because It would he necessary to 
borrow the Idea from France, and that 
the old system, lu force for n number of 
centuries, was sufficient. This wan no 
I reason at all. Besides, lu order to keep 
up to the times, the French had given up 
■their meridian of longitude and bud taken 
up the Greenwich meridian. It was all 
very well to say that England was satis- 
fied, hut England was not satisfied with the 
present system, and she was preparing to 
adopt the new one. 

"England is at last finding out that her 
industries are being crippled by the use 
of the present system, while all the other 
countries are using the metric. The pres- 
ent system does not have the same units 
of weights and measures as the metric, 
deuce it is Impossible to figure as closely. 
Ills Honor drew attention to the fact that 
a British consul from a port on the 
Continent had reported to the government 
Hint England's trade was being ruined by 
persisting in using the old system, and 
that as long as Knglund used the yard 
measure It would lie Impossible to sell cot- 
ton. It was -the same in Iron work. A 
Hrin of lEngllsh contractors had lost a big 
contract In Norway owing to the fact thai ! 
the contractors, for whom the iron was j 
for, were unable to spare the time to i 
transfer the figures from the present sys- 
tem to the metric. It Is the same With 
the manufacture or machinery, it is lm- 1 
•possible for the? English manufacturer to 
supply repairs to the machinery, owing to ' 
the difference in the unite. This was the! 
t'eitSOU that there Is no cotton being gold 1 
lu Norway and Sweden. The country 
Which one' might have thought would hav" 1 
objected to the new system 
toecn Germany, But In 1808 
before the war with Franc . 
incut had passed laws making it optional, 
after four years, to use the metric system. 
So popular did It become that It was used 
almost exclusively after 1S72. 

"At the present time nine-tenths of the 
civilized population of the world are using 
the metric system, which is much simpler 
and easier than tile old one. Under the 
metric system the money system Is far 
easier than the present system, and It enn 
he reduced much quicker than dollars and 
cents. At the present time, with the sys- 
tem In vogue in this country, the children 
have to learn a greut number of names In 
order to express the units and multiples 
of weights and measures and distances, lu 
fact, there are three different pounde— 
troy, avordupols and apothecaries— with a 
different numoer of ounces In each. At 
least sixty to one hundred words •must 
be learned under the present system to ex- 
press all the different units; while under 
the .metric system seven words will cover 
all the units and multiples of all weights 
and measures. 

•■Compare the metric system of weights 
and measures with our present system, or 
"Want of system, in winch it Is difficult to 
find anything logical. There Is no ration- 
al standard to begin with, except flic un- 
certain size of three grains of barley, or 
the length of a king's foot, or the length 
of another king's urm — no rule or uni- 
formity in tile division or sub-divisions. 
The yard is divided into feet, the foot In- 
to inches, and the Inch into eights. Com- 
pare tins chaos with the simplicity of the 
metric system, tin- whole of which
